PROGRAMMING THE 
COMMODORE 8 -BITS

I've been a Commodore user for about 
nine years, largely at the 
instigation of my kids. I didn't 
have any interest in computers, 
although by trade I'm an 
electrician. Like many people, I 
didn't know what use I would have 
for the "universal tool". After 
months of urging, I finally 
conceded, and went cut to do some 
comparison shopping. My choices 
finally boiled down to two machines 
- the TI99/4A and the VIC 20 . 

Largely due to the difference in the 
marketing strategy of the two 
companies, I bought the VIC - and 
watched the TI die a shor* while 
later. . . 

Once the machine was set up, I 
figured I'd better learn someth’ng 
about it, to be able to field 
questions from the kids - and 
immediat e 1 y became hooked on 
learning how to make this tool 
behave. 5K RAM (stock on the VTC) 
doesn't, give you much room - bu + it 
sure makes you learn how to wri*e 
tight code! 

Less than a year later I was locking 
at memory expansion cartridges for 
the VIC - and at the recently

will be dedicated to home 
control/security. Once I build the 
interfaces and write the software, a 
couple of those "round tuit" 
projects. In fact, over the years 
I've picked up a couple more, just 
or. general principles. And I still 
r\0 64. PsiTt I v 3s an 0msr*g0ncv 
backup, in case my 12S needs to go 
in for repairs. Partly because the 
home centre! program may grew bigger 
than I can fit in 5 K of code. And 
partly because used 8-bits aren't 
worth much in trade in.

And like the tools 
in a mechanic's toolbox, each one is 
designed for a specific purpose. 

Sure, you can use a hammer to 
install a screw, but a screwdriver 
works better. 

SASIC, of course, appears when you 
turn on your VIC, 64 or 128. On 
other machines, it has to be loaded 
in from disk. Despite the slurs from 
structured programming purists, 

BASIC is an excellent general 
purpose language and is well suited 
to beginning programmers - and 
advanced programmers who want a 
quick test of an algorithm. It 
provides easy access to the 
elementary concepts of telling the 
machine what to do, and, when well 
written - or compiled - runs 
suitably fast for many 
applications. 

Assembler is just a friendly version 
of "machine language", the native 
tongue of any computer. (BASIC is 
really just one huge ML program. ) 
Since ML does not have to be 
processed - i.e. interpreted - 
before the CPU can understand it, 
well written ML will always provide 
the fastest possible code. But it 
does require an intimate knowledge 
of the machine, and cannot easily be 
converted to run on other machines. 
Other languages have their pros and 
cons, and each language was

application. 

What I'll try tc do with this column 
is present the rudiments of 
programming, so you can become 
familiar with the tools to make your 
"universal tool" more productive for 
yourself. Although the code will be 
specific to the 64 and 128, the 
concepts will apply to all micro 
computers. I'll start, with BASIC, 
the Beginner's All-purpose Symbolic 
Instruction Code. As I mentioned 
above, it's a nice, easy language tc 
start with and is instantly 
available tc any Commodore owner, 
with no extra cost involved. Later 
on we’ll delve into machine language 
and assembler, and maybe into seme 
other "high-level" languages as 
well. 

I'll be happy to try to answer any 
questions as we go along, and 
welcome any comments you might have. 
They can all be sent to the editor, 
who will forward them to me.
